Founder's  Day  Celebration; 


A  Look  At  Bradley  Today! 


As  renovations  began  on  the  new  mu- 
sic recital  hall  on  Barker  Ave.,  the  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  community  gathered  to 
celebrate  the  85th  anniversary  of  the  Uni- 
versity's founding.  The  University  was 
founded  in  1897  by  Lydia  Moss  Bradley 
as  a  living  testimonial  to  her  family.  The 
first  Founder's  Day  was  October  8,  1897 
and  was  then  called  Bradley  Polytechnic 
Institute.  Bradley  began  as  a  four  year 
academy  with  a  two  year  junior  college 
and  today  it  is  a  7  college  University. 

On  October  8,  1983  an  audience  of 
over  300  people  gathered  in  the  Hart- 
mann  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  to 
honor  Mrs.  Bradley  and  those  at  Bradley 
today  who  have  worked  to  fulfill  her 
goals.  At  the  ceremonies  speakers  like 
Dick  Steubinger,  President  of  the  Nation- 
al Alumni  Association  and  Nate  Martin, 
All  School  President,  spoke  about  Ly- 
dia's  dedication  and  ideals  and  related 
them  to  today's  University. 


Following  a  performance  by  Bradley's 
award  winning  Chorale,  Dr.  Martin 
Abegg,  Bradley  University  President, 
presented  service  awards  to  faculty  mem- 
bers who  had  served  the  University  for 
over  twenty-five  years.  Next,  the  Francis 
C.  Mergen  Memorial  Award  for  Public 
Service  was  presented  to  Dr.  John  R. 
Howard.  Dr.  Howard  had  been  an  ex- 
tremely active  community  member  and 
was  well  deserving  of  the  award.  After 
this  Dr.  Gustav  Oiling,  Chairman  of  the 
Manufactoring  Engineering  Department, 
was  presented  with  the  Award  for  Profes- 
sional Excellence.  The  final  award  pre- 
sented was  the  Putnam  Award  for  teach- 
ing excellence  which  was  presented  to 
Dr.  Joseph  Emanuel,  Chairman  of  the 
Industrial  Engineering  Department.  Both 
Dr.  Oiling  and  Dr.  Emanuel  were  given 
certificates  and  checks  for  $500.  Also 
receiving  awards  on  Founder's  Day  1982 
were  two  alumni,  Robert  D.  Morgan  and 


Gary  Roberts.  The  Distinguished  Alum- 
nus Award  was  given  to  Mr.  Morgan  and 
Mr.  Roberts  was  presented  with  the  Out- 
standing Young  Graduate  Award. 

In  1847,  Lydia  Moss  Bradley  came  to 
Peoria,  Illinois.  Following  the  death  of  her 
six  children  and  her  husband,  Mrs.  Brad- 
ley began  a  quest  to  build  a  living  testimo- 
nial to  her  deceased  family.  Today,  in 
1982  that  dream  is  a  reality.  Bradley  Uni- 
versity was  the  dream  of  a  determined 
remarkable  woman  and  her  dreamed  has 
prospered  and  grown  by  the  dedication 
and  caring  of  the  many  people  who 
served  Bradley  since  1897.  The 
Founder's  Day  Celebrations  at  Bradley 
are  a  time  to  reflect  on  our  past  and  to 
honor  the  wonderful  woman  who  began 
Bradley.  However  Founder's  Day  should 
also  be  a  time  to  look  towards  the  future 
and  at  the  85th  Founder's  Day  Celebra- 
tion the  gathering  looked  forward  with 
hope  and  inspiration.

The  Mu  Delta  chapter  was  founded  on 
February  14,  1947.  The  85  members  of 
Chi  Omega  were  very  involved  during  the 
1982-1983  year.

cheerleading,  the  tennis  team,  student 
government,  Panhel  and  other  campus 
activities.

Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority,  Inc.  was 
founded  in  1913  at  Howard  University, 
where  the  Founder's  started  an  organization 
of  college  women  pledged  to  serious  en- 
deavor and  community  service.  These  stu- 
dents demonstrated  vital  concern  for  social 
welfare,  academic  excellence  and  cultural 
enrichment.  Their  ideas  of  scholarship  and 
service  have  withstood  the  test  of  time. 

Today  Delta  Sigma  Theta  is  a  public  ser- 
vice sorority  emphasizing  scholarship,  char- 
acter and  service  dedicated  to  a  program  of 
sharing  membership  and  organizational  skills 
in  the  public  interst.  In  1930,  Delta  Sigma 


Theta  was  incorporated  as  a  national  organi- 
zation in  Washington,  D.C. 

Starting  out  as  an  interest  group  known  as 
Nue  Delta  on  October  15,  1970,  our  chap- 
ter also  envisioned  a  sorority  on  the  Bradley 
campus,  which  would  exemplify  those  ideals 
and  goals  of  their  founders.  On  February  13, 
1971  the  Theta  Epsilon  chapter  of  Delta 
Sigma  Theta,  Inc.,  went  National  and  at  their 
installation  Ball,  on  March  27,  1971,  the 
formal  announcement  of  the  newly  estab- 
lished chapter  of  Delta  Sigma  Theta,  Inc., 
Theta  Epsilon  Chapter  was  proclaimed.

In  1982-1983  the  Bradley  chapter  of  Del- 
ta Zeta  sorority  underwent  re-colinization, 
but  still  remained  active  participants  in 
Greek  and  campus  activities.

Throughout  the  year  the  Progressive 
Student  Alliance  provided  students 
with  information  concerning  such 
problems  as;  the  Nuclear  Arms  Race, 
the  crisis  in  El  Salvador,  migrant  work- 
ers. Third  World  liberation  and  wom- 
en's rights. 


Psychology 
Club 


The  Psychology  Club  of  Bradley 
University  is  interested  in  exploring 
both  psychology  and  humanity.  Its  bi- 
monthly meetings  feature  speakers 
from  all  areas  within  "the  people  pro- 
fession" which  helps  students  narrow 
down  career  goals  and  gain  insight  into 
graduate  school  requirements  and  ex- 
pectations. 

Some  of  the  Psychology  Club's 
members  also  perform  volunteer  work 
at  Zeller  Mental  Health  Center  at  var- 
ios  times  throughout  the  month.  This 
work  usually  involves  playing  volley- 
ball, as  well  as  interacting  with  the  resi- 
dents afterwards. 


Publications 
Council 


The  Publications  Council  is  com- 
posed of  several  Bradley  fauclty  and 
administrators,  as  well  as  four  student 
advisory  representatives.  The  Council 
is  the  governing  body  for  student  pub- 
lications such  as  the  Scout,  the  Anaga, 
and  Broadside. 

Interviewing  candidates  for  editor 
and  business  manager  of  each  publica- 
tion, approving  all  appointed  staff  po- 
sitions, reviewing  staff  salaries  and  op- 
erating budgets  and  insuring  that  each 
publication  is  running  smoothly. 

In  addition,  the  council  keeps  the 
by-laws  updated  and  review  the  oper- 
ating procedures  set  by  the  publica- 
tions when  necessary. 


ROTC 


In  1980-1981,  the  Reserve  Officer 
training  Corps  (ROTC)  program  was 
introduced  to  the  Bradley  campus.

Students  involved  in  the  program 
receive  a  commission  as  a  Second 
Lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Army.

the  campus  and  the  Bradley  communi- 
ty-

its  most  successful  year  in  terms  of 
advertising  and  profits  were  increased 
by  40%.  The  increase  in  Advertising 
Sales  was  accomplished  by  the  ads 
Manager,  Larry  Gordon.  The  1982- 
1983  Editor  in  Chief  for  the  Scout  was 
Rose  Liddell. 


Simulations 
Games  Club 


The  Simulation  Games'  Club  is  an 
organization  which  promotes  competi- 
tive spirit  through  role  playing  games 
and  board  games.

Initiated  in  1958,  Bradley's  Chapter  of 
the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Man- 
agement (S.A.M.)  is  the  operating  unit  of 
the  American  Management  Association, 
the  world's  largest  clearing  house  of  man- 
agement knowledge.  S.A.M.  provides 
students  with  an  opportunity  to  exper- 
ience and  develop  management  skills  and 
prepare  for  the  transition  from  college  to 
the  business  world. 
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SABRC 


The  Student  Activity  Budget  Re- 
view Committee  (SABRC),  a  14  mem- 
ber student-faculty  board,  is  responsi- 
ble for  allocating  the  student  activity 
funds  to  Bradley's  student  organiza- 
tions. Any  student  organization  can 
appeal  for  funds  from  SABRC.  The 
committee  listens  to  budget  requests 
each  Spring  and  then  allocates  funds 
to  the  groups  according  to  the  merit  of 
the  budget  request. 

The  committee  is  chaired  by  the  all 
school  treasurer  and  is  made  up  of  5 
faculty  -  staff  advisors  and  8  student 
members. 


SANA 


The  nuclear  arms  issue  has  been 
one  of  the  most  pressing  issues  facing 
people  over  the  past  few  years.  The 
issue  as  it  is  has  an  influence  on  all  our 
lives  and  the  members  of  S.A.N. A., 
Students  Against  Nuclear  Arms,  spent 
the  year  trying  to  increase  student's 
awareness  of  the  various  aspects  of 
the  issue. 

During  the  year  the  members  set  up 
an  information  table  in  the  Student 
Center  and  solicited  for  signitures  for  a 
petition  demanding  a  nuclear  freeze. 
Several  members  attended  several 
conventions  where  they  obtained  cur- 
rent information  concerning  the  issue 
and  returned  to  campus  to  distribute 
this  information  to  the  community. 
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Student 
Arbitration  Board 


The  Student  Arbitration  Board  consists 
of  five  members.  The  three  student  re- 
presentatives, which  are  approved  by 
Student  Senate,  serve  on  the  board  until 
they  graduate.  The  two  non-student 
members  are  appointed  by  the  president 
of  the  University.  The  board  gives  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  to  be  heard  when 
there  is  a  violation  of  University  or  traffic 
regulations,  or  when  there  is  a  conflict 
between  students  on  campus.  Previously 
a  supreme  court  for  the  entire  University, 
the  present  board  evolved  in  the  mid- 
1960's. 


Student 
Senate 


The  Bradley  University  Student  Senate 
is  a  body  of  representatives  elected  by 
the  students  each  Fall.  The  Senate  is 
charged  with  the  task  of  effectively  deal- 
ing with  all  campus  issues  as  well  as  pro- 
tecting and  maintaining  the  rights  of  each 
Bradley  student. 

This  past  year  the  Senate  dealt  with 
such  difficult  issues  as  the  proposed  bas- 
ketball seating  for  students,  lab  fees,  and 
the  closing  of  Lovelace  cafeteria.  Other 
issues  of  importance  of  the  students  were 
the  proposed  renovations  of  the  Love- 
lace quad  and  campus  security. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  year  the  Senate 
sponsored  their  annual  All  School  officers 
elections.  This  year's  elections  were  sur- 
rounded by  a  whirlwind  of  controversy 
about  election  procedures.  However,  the 
Senate  and  various  campus  agencies 
dealt  with  the  situation  and  in  the  end  a 
qualified  executive  board  was  chosen  to 
lead  Senate  for  another  year.

Guides 


When  a  visiting  student  arrives  on 
campus  one  of  the  most  important  as- 
pects of  the  visit  is  the  chance  to  meet 
with  a  current  Bradley  student  and  get 
that  student's  viewpoint  on  Bradley 
University.  The  Bradley  Tour  Guides 
are  a  select  group  of  current  Bradley 
students  who  are  responsible  for  re- 
laying that  all  important  Bradley  stu- 
dent point  of  view  to  a  visitor  and  their 
family.  Often  this  tour  can  be  the  de- 
ciding factor  in  a  student's  decision  to 
attend  the  University.  The  1982-1983

The  objective  of  the  Lebanese  Stu- 
dents Association  is  to  build  a  cross- 
cultural  understanding  between  the 
United  States  and  the  country  of  Leba- 
non and  to  strengthen  the  ties  between 


the  countries  and  their  peoples. 


Islamic  Student  Society 


The  Islamic  Student  Society  is  a  religious 
society  that  began  in  the  Fall  of  1980  and 
has  grown  to  become  a  chapter  of  the 
M.S. A.,  the  Muslem  Student  Association  of 
the  United  States  and  Canada.  The  l.S.S.'s 
main  objectives  are  to  strengthen  the  bond 
between  muslem  students,  and  to  increase 
their  education  and  knowledge  of  Islamism. 

Currently,  the  membership  of  the  I.S.S. 


stands  at  sixteen  members  and  every  year 
the  I.S.S.  members  elect  an  executive  com- 
mittee which  runs  the  organization. 

Among  the  activities  that  the  organization 
sponsors  is  a  Friday  afternoon  prayer  meet- 
ing and  daily  morning  prayer  sessions.  Other 
activities  include  group  discussions  and  oth- 
er lectures  as  well  as  a  biweekly  newsletter. 
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The  Bradley  University  Chorale,  a 
mixed  choir  of  50  voices,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr  John  Davis,  has  gained  a  wide 
reputation  for  artistic  choral  singing 
through  their  concert  tours,  radio  broad- 
casts and  telecasts.

Springs,  and  Town  Hall  in  New  York 
City.  In  the  Summers  of  1968,  1970, 
1973,  1976,  and  1979,  and  1982,  the 
Chorale  made  European  concert  tours, 
performing  in  England,  Spain,  Holland, 
France,  Switzerland,  Austria,  Germany, 
Czechoslovakia,  Hungary,  Yugoslavia, 
Italy.  A  highlight  of  the  1973  was  a  con- 


cert given  in  the  magnificent  Chartres  Ca- 
thedral. The  highlight  of  the  1976  tour 
was  winning  the  International  Choral 
Competition  in  Tour,  France. 

Most  recently,  the  Choral  won  four 
prizes  at  the  International  Choral  Compe- 
tition in  Tour,  France.  The  Chorale  also 
sang  at  the  famous  Notre  Dame  Cathe- 
dral in  Paris,  France. 
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Symphonic 
Winds 


Officially  known  as  the  Symphonic 
Winds,  Bradley's  band  plays  all  types 
of  band  and  arranged  orchestral  mu- 
sic.

Last  season  the  Bradley'  Braves  were 
one  of  the  major  sports  stories  in  the 
country,  however  this  season  the  Braves 
were  not  in  the  limelight.  After  plugging 
the  gap  left  by  three  NBA  draft  choices, 
the  Braves  hung  around  the  .500  mark 
for  most  of  the  season  until  a  late  surge  of 
eight  wins  in  12  games  gave  them  a  re- 
spectable 16-13  record.  But  their  MVC 
title  was  lost  to  Wichita  State  as  the 
Braves  placed  fifth  and  then,  even  though 
there  was  little  hope  for  a  repeat,  the  NIT 
selection  committee  decided  not  to  invite 
the  defending  tournament  champions 
back. 

The  season's  16-13  record  represent- 
ed Bradley's  fourth  winning  season  in  a 
row,  a  feat  which  hadn't  happened  at 
Bradley  since  the  1969-1972  seasons. 
During  the  year  Willie  Scott  broke  the 
record  for  career  assists.  The  captains  of 
the  Braves  during  the  season  were  Sen- 
iors; Eddie  Mathews,  Barney  Mines,  and 
Willie  Scott. 


As  the  Braves  began  the  season  the 
players  had  to  adjust  to  a  change  in  envir- 
oment  as  they  moved  from  the  Robertson 
Memorial  Fieldhouse  to  the  Peoris  Civic 
Center.  The  Braves  made  the  transition 
quickly  and  set  high  attendance  records 
of  154,209  or  9,638  per  game. 

All  in  all  it  was  an  up-and-down  year 
which  saw  the  Braves  under  .500  as  late 
as  February  12  when,  after  losing  at  Tul- 
sa, they  stood  at  10-11.  But  the  Braves 
won  six  of  their  final  eight  to  finish  16-13, 
In  all  there  were  2  two  game  winning 
streaks,  1  three  game  winning  streak  and 
1  four  game  winning  streak  while  on  the 
loss  side  their  were  their  were  four  two 
game  losing  streaks.  However  the  Braves 
never  dropped  three  in  a  row.  They  were 
1-1  in  overtime  games,  10-8  and  fifth  in 
conference,  13-3  at  home  and  3-9  on  the 
road.

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College  Of  Business 


The  objective  of  the  College  of  Busi- 
ness Administration  is  to  provide  its  stu- 
dents with  an  educational  foundation  in 
both  the  administrative  and  managerial 
aspects  of  business.  The  college  tries  to 
prepare  students  for  the  real  world  and 
senior  business  excutives  from  Peoria  and 
the  rest  of  the  nation  serve  as  members  of 
the  school's  National  Council  of  Advisors, 
which  assists  the  school  in  making  its  pro- 
grams applicable  to  the  current  business 
world. 

Through  the  College  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration, undergraduates  can  earn  de- 
grees in  accounting,  economics,  finance, 
management,  marketing,  and  operations 
management /information  systems.  Out- 


side activities  that  help  prepare  students 
for  graduation  are  cooperative  education 
positions,  the  Accounting  Internship  Pro- 
gram, the  Small  Business  Institute,  the 
Tax  Clinic,  the  Urban  Affairs  Institute, 
and  various  Student  Research  Projects. 

The  cooperative  education  program 
within  the  College  of  Business  has  be- 
come very  active  in  the  past  year  with 
many  students  participating  in  the  pro- 
gram. This  program  reflects  the  college's 
belief  that  such  on  hands  work  exper- 
ience is  vital  in  preparing  students  for  the 
business  world. 

Another  outside  activity  that  has  been 
expanding  is  the  Urban  Affairs  Institute. 
The   Institute    manages   a   total  of 


$500,000  in  grants  and  contracts  in 
working  for  the  objective  of  making  the 
college  a  focal  point  for  research  and 
service  in  Central  Illinois. 

Other  developments  in  the  College  of 
Business  Administration  include  the  hir- 
ing of  seven  new  faculty  in  the  past  two 
years.  Enrollment  in  the  College  of  Busi- 
ness Administration  has  stabilized;  how- 
ever, enrollment  in  the  minors  has  in- 
creased from  75  to  200  in  the  past  year. 

Most  recently  the  College  of  was  re- 
accredited  by  the  American  Assembly  of 
Collegiate  Business  Schools.  The  College 
is  one  of  231  schools  out  of  1200  in  the 
country  to  be  awarded  this  honor. 


College  Of  Communications  And  Fine 

Arts 


The  College  of  Communications  and 
Fine  Arts  has  expanded  and  excelled  in 
the  past  year.  Throughout  the  year  the 
College  endeavored  to  improve  the  qual- 
ity of  education  it  was  giving  its  students. 
It  developed  its  programs  in  extra-cur- 
ricular activities  and  tried  to  improve  the 
facilities  available  to  the  students. 

Academically,  the  College  spent  time 
re-evaluating  the  Mass  Communications 
Program  and  introduced  a  Creative  Ad- 
vertising major.  Enrollment  in  the  College 
stabilized  overall,  however  there  were 
slight  declines  in  the  music  and  art  pro- 
grams. Approximately  500  students  were 
working  towards  degrees  in  Art,  Music, 


Journalism,  Theater  arts  Mass  Communi- 
cations, and  Speech  Communication.  In 
the  future  the  college  is  considering  a 
program  in  Electronic  graphics,  in  an  at- 
tempt to  meet  the  needs  of  its  students. 

Also  in  an  attempt  to  meet  the  needs 
of  its  students  the  College  began  the  ren- 
ovations on  the  building  on  Barker  Ave- 
nue. The  construction  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  this  Fall  and  the  renovations 
were  made  possible  through  a  large  grant 
by  Mrs.  Mabel  Dingledine,  after  whom 
the  building  will  be  named.  In  the  next 
few  years  the  College  hopes  to  replace 
Duryea  Hall,  which  is  in  need  of  repairs. 

Extra-curricularly,  the  College  excelled 


with  two  of  its  organizations  receiving  na- 
tional and  international  recognition.  The 
Bradley  Speech  Team  once  again  was 
acclaimed  nationally  as  one  of  the  best 
teams  in  the  nation.  The  Bradley  Chorale 
returned  to  the  campus  in  August  follow- 
ing a  very  successful  European  Tour  dur- 
ing which  the  Chorale  won  four  prizes  in  a 
large  international  choral  competition. 

In  the  next  few  years  the  College  of 
Communications  and  Fine  Arts  plans  to 
continue  to  expand  as  it  continues  to 
strive  to  meet  the  needs  of  its  students  in 
a  quickly  changing  world. 


College  Of  Education 


The  College  of  Education  sought  to 
reach  beyond  the  simple  academic  realms 
last  year  as  new  programs  were  added  to 
the  department.  Enrollment  in  the  school 
took  a  slight  downturn,  but  the  possibility 
of  a  rise  was  evident.  One  addition  to  the 
college  was  a  micro-computer  lab,  which 
was  installed  in  the  education  building. 
The  special  education  program  benefited 
from  this  addition  as  students  used  the 
computer  in  their  work  with  children. 

The  College  of  Education,  which  re- 
sides in  Westlake  Hall,  offers  Undergrad- 
uate students  degrees  in  Elementary  Edu- 
cation, Secondary  Education,  Special 
Education  and  Home  Economics.  Gra- 
duate students  can  receive  a  Master  of 
Arts  or  a  Master  of  Science  in  either  ele- 


mentary or  secondary  education.  Cur- 
rently there  are  23  faculty  members 
working  in  the  College  of  Education  un- 
der the  supervision  of  Dr.  Steve  Permuth. 
There  are  an  estimated  350  students  en- 
rolled in  the  College  of  Education  and  the 
College's  administrators  hope  to  increase 
the  enrollment  by  adding  programs  to  the 
department. 

Other  programs  in  addition  to  the  mi- 
cro-computer lab  were  made  possible 
through  grants.  Student  Volunteers  in  Ac- 
tion began  and  the  program  is  being  co- 
ordinated by  the  College  of  Education. 
Through  this  program  students  learn 
through  work  experiences  while  aiding 
the  Peoria  community.  The  Foreign  Lan- 
guage Emergent  Program,  which  is  being 


run  this  summer  and  the  following  sum- 
mer is  also  being  run  in  conjunction  with 
the  College  of  Education. 

All  the  programs  that  were  being  insti- 
tuted throughout  the  year  were  striving 
towards  allowing  students  to  gain  valu- 
able knowledge  through  work  exper- 
ience. The  College  of  Education  is  at- 
tempting to  expand  to  meet  the  needs  of 
current  education  students  and  through 
this  expansion  the  College  hopes  to  in- 
crease its  success  and  enrollment. 
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College  Of  Engineering 


The  College  of  Engineering  and  Tech- 
nology continued  to  grow  and  improve 
over  the  past  year  as  a  large  number  of 
students  applied  for  admission  to  the 
school.  The  College  raised  their  stan- 
dards for  admission  and  continued  to  try 
and  change  to  meet  the  needs  of  its  stu- 
dents. Faculty  numbers  increased  in  the 
college  as  the  demand  for  the  college's 
graduates  grew.  The  college  administra- 
tors believed  that  they  were  working  with 
very  good  students,  who  were  interested 
and  motivated  and  much  more  career  ori- 
ented than  in  the  past. 

The  College  offers  11  undergraduate 
degrees  in  the  various  aspects  of  Engi- 


neering, Technology,  Construction  and 
Manufactoring.  The  objectives  of  the  un- 
dergraduate curricula  focus  on  the  attain- 
ment of  professional  compentence,  the 
achievement  of  intellectual  maturity  and 
personal  growth,  and  the  development  of 
social  responsability.  All  of  the  college's 
programs  seek  to  facilitate  creative  com- 
munication between  technologists  enig- 
neers  and  scientists,  and  those  educated 
in  the  liberal  arts  and  other  disciplines. 
The  College's  courses  provide  the  basic 
bodies  of  knowledge  with  which  the  meth- 
ods and  the  philosophies  of  engineering 
and  engineering  technology  are  devel- 
oped. The  educational  experiences  stress 


professionalism  for  both  today  and  the 
future. 

The  College  touches  the  community 
with  the  senior  projects  program.  The 
projects  of  the  senior  industrial  engineer- 
ing students  benefit  the  community  and 
expose  the  students  to  the  working 
world.  Other  senior  projects  are  concen- 
trated within  the  college.  The  College  of 
Engineering  and  Technology  is  the  thriv- 
ing college  at  Bradley  and  as  long  as  it 
draws  competent,  high  quality  students  it 
will  continue  to  grow  and  strive  to  meet 
the  needs  of  its  students. 
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College  Of  Health  Sciences 


The  College  of  Health  Sciences  is  com- 
posed of  two  divisions:  Nursing  and 
Speech  and  Hearing  Sciences.  Both  divi- 
sions provide  their  students  with  excel- 
lent clinical  experience  and  both  are  ex- 
ploring the  expansion  of  their  programs 
as  is  the  college  as  a  whole.  One  obvious 
change  in  the  college  is  the  move  in  the 
Fall  of  1982  of  the  Division  of  Nursing 
from  Bradley  Hall  to  Burgess  Hall.  The 
Division  of  Nursing  joined  the  Division  of 
Speech  and  Hearing  Sciences  which  had 
been  located  in  Burgess  since  1976,  and 
this  move  provided  the  College  with  a 
central  location  for  all  activities. 

The  Division  of  Nursing  prepares  its 
students  for  practice  as  a  professional 
nurse  in  a  variety  of  settings.  A  vital  as- 
pect of  this  preparation  is  the  wide  range 
of  practicum  sites  available  to  Bradley 


students.  Thirty-four  sites  are  available, 
including  hospitals,  nursing  homes,  com- 
munity health  agencies,  medical  centers, 
schools,  mental  health  and  occupational 
health  sites,  clinics,  and  infant/child  care 
centers  and  all  in  the  Peoria  area.  Areas 
being  explored  by  the  division  include 
scholl  nurse  certification  as  part  of  the 
baccalaureate  program  requirements  and 
a  masters  program  in  nursing. 

The  Division  of  Speech  and  Hearing 
Science  has  experienced  growth  in  its 
graduate  program  with  emphasis  in  Au- 
diology.  Emphasis  in  Speech  Pathology  is 
also  offered  in  the  graduate  program. 
Acitve  research  characterizes  both  the 
graduate  and  undergraduate  programs  in 
the  division.  The  Hawley  Speech,  Lan- 
guage and  Hearing  Clinic,  operated  by 
the  division,  is  an  excellent  resource  for 


student  and  community  research.  The  fo- 
cus of  Bradley's  undergraduate  program 
in  Speech  and  Hearing  Sciences  is  a  pre- 
professional  program  which  prepares  stu- 
dents for  graduate  study  at  Bradley  or 
elsewhere. 

The  College  as  a  whole  is  exploring  the 
possibility  of  a  minor  in  gerontology, 
which  is  the  study  of  aging.  This  is  a  very 
timely  exploration  since  the  age  structure 
of  our  nation  is  changing  to  a  greater 
concentration  of  elderly.  The  College 
also  realizes  that  many  opportunities  for 
observation  of  the  elderly  are  available  in 
the  area.  Such  new  programs  as  gerontol- 
ogy would  be  a  great  contribution  to  the 
Health  Sciences  College  and  its  attempt 
to  meet  the  students  demands.

College  Of  Liberal  Arts  And  Sciences 


The  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences was  kept  busy  throughout  the  year 
coping  with  the  increasing  demands  of  its 
students.  Enrollment  in  the  College  has 
stabilized,  however,  the  Computer  Sci- 
ence department  had  experienced  a  tre- 
mendous increase  in  its  enrollment. 
Changes  within  the  College  include  hiring 
new  faculty  members,  improving  the 
equipment,  improving  the  curriculum  and 
developing  the  masters  program  in  the 
College. 

Major  attention  was  given  towards  pre- 
paring for  the  implementation  of  the  new 
general  education  requirements,  adopted 
in  1982,  which  will  go  into  effect  with  the 
incoming  freshman  class.  The  new  re- 
quirements will  replace  the  group  re- 


quirements and  the  school  hopes  that  the 
new  requirements  will  upgrade  the  level 
of  liberal  arts  education  at  Bradley. 

The  new  requirements  have  been  di- 
vided into  two  groups:  basic  skills,  which 
includes  English  Composition,  Mathemat- 
ics, Speech,  and  Computer  Science,  and 
the  general  education  requirements, 
which  include  Western  Civilization,  Non- 
Western  Civilizations,  Human  Values, 
Fine  Arts,  Social  Forces  and  Institutions, 
and  Science  and  Technology.  Students 
will  still  have  some  freedom  of  choice 
within  the  general  requirements,  howev- 
er, the  objectives  of  the  program  are  now 
more  clearly  defined.  The  College  began 
revising  the  program  with  the  intention  of 
giving  students  a  more  rounded  Liberal 


Arts  education. 

The  general  studies  requirements  are 
only  one  revision  that  the  department  is 
undertaking  during  the  year.  The  College 
is  meeting  the  demands  for  new  interdis- 
ciplinary programs  within  the  College. 
Both  the  Women's  Studies  program  and 
the  Black  Studies  program  were  exper- 
iencing development  throughout  the 
year.  A  director  for  the  Black  Studies 
program  was  being  searched  out  and  a 
minor  in  Women's  Studies  was  created. 

The  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences is  a  multi-faceted  college  and  spent 
the  year  striving  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
modern  University  student. 


Academic  Exploration  Program 


Bradley's  Academic  Exploration  Pro- 
gram is  a  nationally  recognized  approach 
to  assisting  the  undecided  student  in  find- 
ing a  major  and  a  career.  It  includes  semi- 
nars, testing,  and  the  opportunity  for  ca- 
reer observation  and  advisement. 

The  seminars  are  a  part  of  the  Aca- 
demic Exploration  100  program,  which  is 
a  voluntary,  non-credit  course  which  the 
students  attend  in  their  first  semester  in 
the  program.  Skills  such  as  goal-setting, 
problem  solving,  decision  making,  and 
program  planning  are  discussed,  and  stu- 
dents provide  input  concerning  topics  on 
careers  that  they  decide  they  want  more 


information  about.  Students  may  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  testing  services  provided 
by  the  Human  Evaluation  Center,  which 
can  help  clarify  performance  levels,  inter- 
ests, aptitudes  and  personality  traits. 

Career  observation  is  made  available 
by  the  Footsteps  program,  which  is  spon- 
sored by  the  Student  Aides.  The  program 
is  designed  to  give  students  the  opportu- 
nity to  examine  career  possibilities  and 
requirements  by  spending  a  day  with 
someone  in  a  specific  field  and  learning 
about  a  career  through  involvement  in 
the  career.  Through  this  program  stu- 
dents can  explore  many  different  fields 


during  one  semester. 

Advisement  is  a  key  part  of  the  Aca- 
demic Exploration  program.  Faculty 
members  from  all  disciplines  contribute 
time  and  energy  to  the  needs  of  the  stu- 
dents in  the  program.  The  faculty  mem- 
bers work  not  for  the  interest  of  their 
disciplines,  but  for  the  interest  and  needs 
of  the  students. 

The  Academic  Exploration  program 
was  started  inl978  and  it  is  constantly  is 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  undecided  stu- 
dent. 


College  Of  Continuing  Education 


The  College  of  Continuing  Education  is 
charged  with  the  responsability  of  coordi- 
nating late  afternoon,  evening,  weekend 
and  summer  classes  for  graduate  and  un- 
dergraduate students,  working  with  off- 
campus  classes,  directing  and  prompting 
academic  institutes  and  seminars,  and  de- 
veloping and  promoting  non-credit 
courses. 

Last  year  the  College  offered  192  non- 
credit  courses,  seminars  and  conferances 
for  3,797  adult  learners.  This  included 
131  senior  citizens.  The  statewide  eco- 


nomic workshops  for  clergy  attracted  a 
record  of  141  clergy,  who  represented 
37  denominations  from  92  communities. 
In  January  the  College  offered  30  credit 
courses  to  515  students. 

In  the  past  year  summer  school  enroll- 
ments doubled.  Semester  hours  increased 
during  the  same  time  period  and  the  pro- 
gram generated  nearly  one  and  one  mil- 
lion dollars  income  in  1982.  This  summer 
the  College  will  hold  its  first  Elderhostel 
program  for  the  state  of  Illinois.  Also  in 
the  current  year  179  freshman  took  tests 


in  the  College  Level  Examination  Pro- 
gram and  111  people  enrolled  in  courses 
without  the  desire  of  seeking  a  degree. 

The  Dean  of  the  College  of  Continuing 
Education  and  Summer  School,  Dr.  Don- 
ald M.  Albanito  has  worked  hard  in  de- 
signing a  non-traditional  students  pro- 
gram for  students  that  are  at  least  twenty 
five  years  of  age.  He  is  working  to  further 
the  develop  the  programs  that  are  being 
offered  through  the  College  and  is  con- 
stantly revising  the  programs  to  meet  the 
needs  of  all  of  the  program  participants. 
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Graduate  School 


The  Graduate  School  of  Bradley  Uni- 
versity is  the  only  graduate  school  exist- 
ing in  a  population  center  of  approxi- 
mately 350,000.  This  area  includes 
Peoria  and  its  surrounding  areas.  The 
programs  offered  by  Bradley's  Graduate 
School  lead  to  masters  degrees  in  twenty 
disciplines  within  the  Colleges  of  Business 
Administration,  Communications  and 
Fine  Arts,  Education,  Engineering  and 
Technology,  Health  Sciences,  and  Liberal 
Arts  and  Sciences. 

The  School  has  increased  access  to  its 


classes  by  offering  its  programs'  courses 
during  the  periods  when  working  stu- 
dents can  attend  them.  It  also  designs 
programs  which  can  meet  the  needs  of 
residential  students. 

The  Graduate  School  and  the  Office 
for  Research  and  Sponsored  programs  at 
Bradley  University  provide  the  focus  for 
research  activities  in  which  faculty  and 
students  are  engaged.  Special  centers  of 
activity  such  as  the  Institute  for  Urban 
Affairs  and  Business  Research  and  the 
Materials  Testing  and   Research  Lab, 


bring  the  University's  human  resources  to 
bear  on  the  problems  of  industry,  busi- 
ness, and  the  community.  Bradley's  Cul- 
lom-Davis  Library,  which  has  over 
750,000  items,  is  research  oriented  and 
has  bibliographic  access  to  holdings 
throughout  the  country.  Also  located  on 
campus  is  a  modern  telecommunication 
lab  facility  with  Broadcast  radio,  televi- 
sion, CCTV,  satellite,  and  tele-production 
capacity.
